A- continent call Labor Day. It is an annual holi¬ 
day in honor of workingmen and workingwomen. It 
will be celebrated all over Canada and in the neigh¬ 
boring republic. The idea of this holiday originated in 
Boston; but the secretary of the Central Labor Union 
in the city of New York is entitled to claim the 
credit for latptching the first formal movement. In 
1882 he corresponded with the various labor organ¬ 
izations in his state with a view to setting aside one 
day in the year as their own holiday. And it proved 
so successful that it was decided to cootinue the holi¬ 
day annually. The next year the New York Central 
Labor Union corresponded with similar organizations 
throughout the country with a view to having celebra¬ 
tions elsewhere. 

This, then, is the origin of the holiday that will be 
celebrated in Victoria on Monday. It is a day in 
this community with which is associated the city golf 
championship—and, of course, with many events on 
the cirlendar of the late holiday season.

Tourists Flock 
Miles to 

Famous Malahat 



—

T housands familiar with the 

famous Malahat Drive and hundreds 
of visitors will become familiar with 
it in the near future. From Victoria 
north it continues about seventeen 
miles past Goldstream. The summit is a little 
more than 1.200 feet up, and is reached along 
a very winding stretch of highway that for 
scenery is hard to surpass. The highway ends 
at Mill Bay. 

The Malahat Drive was built by the Pro¬ 
vincial Government between 1908 and 1912 
at an estimated initial cost of nearly ♦300,000. 

It has eighteen bridges and about 123 culverts. 

In the spring of 1925 the roadbed wal first 
treated with forty per cent asphalt, and is to-day 
in excellent motoring condition. 

In the early stages of this highway building 
many people believed that the cost to build it 
would never repay the cost of building. Some 
suggested the road should be built on the lower 
level and follow the Fmlayson Arm more 
closely, and they nearly succeeded in having the 
highway built along that route. This would 
have made a pretty drive, and naturally, those 
who thought the Malahat would always be 
dangerous stressed this point, but those with an 
idea to future business said "No! Let’s get up 
higher where we can see the scenery.” Those 
'who had such courage and foresight have lived 
to see a first-class highway, one of the most- 
traveled roads in British Columbia. The cost 
has been a “mere bagatelle," considering the 
advertising the Malahat has given the Island. 
Many visitors come to Vancouver Island 
merely to get one trip over this famous high- 
way. 

The Malahat is conceded to he one of the 
world's most picturesque drives. It is un¬ 
doubtedly the most mentioned and most highly 
advertised stretch of highway in this part of the 
world. What was at one time considered an 
adventurous trip is to-day one of the safest 
and most beautiful trips one can make whether 
on foot, by rail, car or stage. „ 

ONCE AN ADVENTURE 

There was a time when if one said they 
were going over the Malahat. friends would 
bid you a solemn good-bye and wish you a safe 
jqumey. To-day those same friends would be 
surprised if they heard you had never been over 
the famous highway. 

United Slates tourists become much en¬ 
thused when points along the highway are de¬ 
scribed to them. Mount Baker, as seen from 
the Malahat, seems almost like a holy spot in a 
far-off country. 

There is no question but that one must go 
over the highway to tee all that is worth seeing. 
Then one must pause and climb the mountains 
and hills in the rear to tee points to the west 
and northwest. For instance, when one is at the 
lop of the mountain northwest of the Malahat 
drive, it is possible to see the Goldstream Lakes 
and Spectacle Lake. With field glasses or 
telescope, the country to the west and north¬ 


west and along the Shawnigan Valley and Fitz¬ 
gerald comes within view. 

The writer has met more people this year 
from Victoria along the Island highway than 
for many years. From the capital to Campbell 
River, nearly a two-hundred-mile stretch, the 
resorts and scenic points attract all classes. 

Vancouver Islanders are now beginning 
to realize just how big their Island is, and are 
wondering why they have not seen more of it 
djefore. They have innocently remarked that 
it has taken outsiders to teach them the many 
points of interest. Thousands more are going 
up along the east coast highway than before, 
and what is more, those who are in no par¬ 
ticular hurry are making the Malahat route 
their choice of going. Visitors from the Main¬ 
land, too, on arrival at Nanaimo, nearly always 
make their first inquiry about the Malahat. 

WONDERFUL S1CHT 

Those who have only a short time at their 
disposal are always disappointed if it happens 
to be a little cloudy, or there is mist on the water 
below the highway. If one can go over in very 
clear weather, or after a storm when the sun 
has come out, it is ample reward. It is, without 
a doubt, a sight worth going thousands of miles 
to see. 

The view obtained from the Malahat de¬ 
pends chiefly on the point chosen from which to 
obtain it. There is only one real way to see 
all that there is to see, and that is to spend one- 
half or the whole of a day and find all the 
points of interest. 

But taking in a birdseye view from an auto¬ 
mobile one gets a panorama of great beauty. 
Such a view is worth while seeing, but one often 
hears the expression that it was just too bad 
they did not have time to see more. The writer 
has often been asked to gjve some details as to 
just what can be seen from the Malahat. A 
casual glimpse with the naked eye takes in 
Finlayson Arm, Saanich Inlet, Saanich Penin¬ 
sula, Mount Baker and Brentwood. 

With a little more trouble and with the aid 
of field glasses one will be amazed at the 
scenery unfolded. Islands in the gulf beyond, 
sheltered coves and wonderful forest land is re¬ 
vealed. In the stillness of the night with the 
lights of Victoria and its suburbs in the back¬ 
ground, the scene presented is entirely dif¬ 
ferent and just as gorgeous. 

Of more interest to most people is the scene 
in daylight. The writer spent almost the whole 
of one Sunday trying to figure out the number 
of points to be seen through glasses, too many 
to enumerate. 

Taking a trip over the Malahat. one climbs 
< up from the picnic grounds at Goldstream where 
holiday makers from almost every part of the 
world can be seen. Up a winding drive, much

wider than formerly, and safe as any in the 
country, one sees the results of work done 
recently by Government employed. 

There is absolutely no excuse for accidents 
on the Malahat these days. Wide turns around 
practically all comers and safety devices at all 
dangerous points have reduced them to a mini¬ 
mum. In the old days people were constantly 
looking to the right or left, rear and forward, 
always frightened of an approaching car. 
To-day this fear is at an end and the trip is 
perfectly safe. 

It has been truly said that if one really 
wishes to get a view of Saanich’s beauties at a 
glance, one must go to the top of the Malahat. 
From various points oo this famous part of the 
Island Highway one can pick out first the 
Highland district and its rugged bilk, with 
Finlayson Arm below and a couple of small 
islands in the centre. On the other side is the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway. 


Soon one arrives at what is known as 
Cousins Camp, and at this point you can turn 
in off the Malahat and drive along a cut-off 
road to Shawnigan Lake. 

From Cousins Camp on the main road you 
begin climbing higher, and though the view is 
obscured by trees at this point, there is some 
fine forest scenery. Past the summit one comes 
to the Hamslerley Tea Room, and from there 
can be obtained a scene of real beauty. A trail 
up the mountain leads to the famous lookout 

Bridges, streams and waterfalls make the 
trip varied and interesting. Niagara and Ar¬ 
butus canyons stand out the prettiest 

Looking across from Hamstedey it is pos¬ 
sible to see a long way down the Saanichnlnlet. 
Mitchell's Point and Squally Beach on the east 
side of the Arm being prominent

Taking a little longer range view, one can 
notice Mount Baker on the United States side; 
farther along the Malahat Drive one pecks out 
Tod Inlet, while tucked underneath the Mala¬ 
hat hilbide it the busy industrial plant at Bam- 
berton. 

The only part of the cement plant notice¬ 
able from the Malahat is the smoke stack, and 
if it were not for the stack one would past un¬ 
noticed a plant that hat turned out millions of 
dollars’ worth of cement in the many years it 
has been operating. Here is a cate where an 
industry has not spoiled one of the most beauti¬ 
ful parts of the Island Highway, and proves con¬ 
clusively that those advocating both tourist and 
industrial development for Vancouver Island 
are on safe ground. The cement works have not 
spoiled the Malahat; neither has the lime-kiln 
spoiled Cqlxpod. i - i ' " 

Across the Arm one can pick out the other . 
part of the cement company’s plant at Tod Inlet. 
There, too, is Brentwood College, noted for 
having turned out some fine sportsmen. , , 

Willis Point, just outside Tod Inlet, is easily 
seen. Using a telescope it is possible to see an 
outline of the famous Butchart’s Gardens, 
known the world over. Looking a little closer 
one sees beautiful Brentwood Bay full of ac¬ 
tivity. Fishing, boating, bathing are favorite 
sports at this resort. 

Back on the highway, one meets cars from 
the north of Vancouver Island, cars from the 
west such as the Alberais, from the Mainland, 
and hundreds from California, Washington, 
Oregon. Utah, New York, and even from 
Honolulu. 

Again with the glasses, and looking farther 
afield, one can pick out almost every road in the 
Saanich Peninsula. There is first Brentwood 
Road. Sluggetls, Stellys, the Indian reserve, 
Tui goose. M ic hell and Burbank Roads. Along 
the shoreline are Sanomis Island in the Saanich 
Inlet, tCn Cole Bay, Patricia Bay, Coal Point, 
Deep Cove and Moses Point. At the northern 
end of the Saanich Peninsula it is possible to 
see Colbourae Passage, just off is Piers Island, 
Knapp Island and Swartz Bay. Along the 
east side of the Peninsula Goudge Island, Coal 
Island. Young Island, Shell Island and Dock 
Island make a pretty panorama. 

VANTAGE POINTS 

The writer has often noticed the sightseeing 
talks given 'by those who handle tourists. 
By a little more study of igvto-dale maps they 
could make the tripe much more interesting. It 
I is true in many cases time does not permit of an 


extensive description of the country, but thosg 
who have the time could tee more from the 
Malahat than any area in British Columbia at 
one glance. 

Returning to the telescope, trained beyond 
the town of Sidney, it is possible to pick out such 
places as Jones, Yellow, Tree, Hill. Domvill.g 
Comet, Gooch and Bare Island. Ferry-boats, 
like little specks in the distance, are going and 
coming from the American side. 

To the southwest it is easy to pick out 
Bazan Bay and Cordova Channel, between 
Saanichton Bay and James Island. Between 
James Island and Sidney is the Sidney Channel, 
To the south of Sidney Island are what is known 
as the Dol Rocks, three in number. FarthtC 
south are the D’Arcy Islands. 

James Island, the home of the hig powdet 
plant, is seen from the Malahat very clearly. 

Having picked out and spotted all that therg 
is to be seen on the Canadian side, it is only 
natural that United States tourists, and many 
Canadians, like to know what can be seen be¬ 
yond. 

Somewhere about the centre of the Haro 
Straits is the dividing line of the waters be¬ 
tween Canada and the United States, once g 
point of bitter dispute. 

San Juan Island is easily picked out, be¬ 
cause it is nearest to the Canadian shore. Therg 
is the small island of Henry close to San Juan, 
and north of San Juan is Prevost Island. 

East of Prevost Island is that known a* 
Waldron, then Or car, with which Victorians 
are quite familiar. The San Juan Channel 
separates San Juan Island from Orcas, Lopez 
and Blakely. Cypress is on the other side of 
the Rosario Strain, as are Gumcs and Lumni 
islands. 

Without any such description as given hero, 
the Malahat Drive would still be one of thg 
■ world's most wonderful trips. But one cag 
imagine how much more interesting it is when thg 
various places are pointed out 

One cannot close an account of the Malahat 
Drive without mentioning the work of the Ro¬ 
tations in erecting a drinking fountain that serve* 
all animal life in the vicinity as well as tho 
humans who pass along this picturesque high¬ 
way. The man with an auto has many time* 
breathed a glad sigh when he reaches the foun¬ 
tain with his car steaming hot after the trip over 
the’’Hat." Those who cycle over the Malahat 
are always pleased wtfen they ranch this water 
fountain to quench their thirst from water that 
runs from the mountain streams along the 
I Malahat.

1 LIVED This Story” la Betty White's novel of 
Ufa In a great coeducational university. It is 
a well-handled. Interesting yarn—and an almighty 
disturbing one to boot. 

Mias White tracee the career of a young co-ed. 
from the date of her entrance into the university 
to the date of her graduation. The *lrl becomes 
a member of a good eortrity, attains a cert tin 
popularity with the mala .gtudente. teams ail 
about neoklng. discovert what synthetic gin tastes 
like, finds out that snobbery and hypocrisy are 
characteristics of most of her ooliege acquain¬ 
tances, and emerges afttr four years of all tins 
with a diploma certifying to the fact that aha la 
an educated woman. 

Tbit, of oounw, - sounds very much like the 
ordinary "flaming youth" story of the popular 
magazines What lifts the book (from that class 
is Miss White's evident sincerity and indignation. 
She recalls that a university le, in theory, a place 
for study, a place where young people can get 
wider horiaona and prepare themselves for broader, 
fuller lives; and she points out. acidly, that the 
average coeducational university does none rf 
these things for any but a very smart minority 
of its student*. 

*T Lived This Story." then, is a disturbing 
book. Its author finds the intellectual level of 
the big university extremely low. That, perhepc. 
le not news; yst it Is not reassuring to gsss on 
the picture Miss White paints, to reflect that It 
Is. in Its essentials, a true picture, Ud to ponder 
on the vacuity, the provincialism and the narrow- 
nets of the characters she presents.

As s result It raises not the slightest noise Ft 
the commercial market, but as anotehr result It 
will stand somewhere close beside Audubon's 
"Birds of North America" In distinction, and miy 
well remain th* guiding work in 1 U subject for 
decade* to com*. Physically It le one of thoce 
triumph* of printing end binding which le a de¬ 
light to th* eyes. Here in their natural colors 
appear all the wild flowers of the temperate rone, 
reproduced llfe-slae. printed on plate* that are 
assembled in sumptuously prepared folders, ths 
whole bearing In sliver the seal of the Smithson¬ 
ian Institution of Washington, D.C.. which spon¬ 
sored the publication. 

Dr Walcott le a geologist and Mary Vaux Wal¬ 
cott. hla wife, began l>er research Into wild 
flowers quit# accidentally. She bad learned to 
sketch wild flowers se a child, and once at Olacler. 
British Columbia, a friend asked her to “portray 
a rare and perishable Alpine flower so aa to pre¬ 
serve its beauty, oolor and graceful outline as a 
living thing " Thus began her task, and for ten 
years she spent three to four months with her 
nusband in the Canadian Rockies, over 9.000 mllo 
of mountain trails. Wharaver she went she carried 
her paint box and pais, discovering that wild 
flowers have a abort life, that they wither quiexly. 
that the seasons are antagonistic, whether hot or 
cold, that full flowering may be delayed or ren¬ 
dered impossible Sure-footed mountain ponies 
helped her reach the fragile flowers of th* moun¬ 
tain heights; often she sketched with fingers r.ll- 
fened by the cold; further, the diffused whit* light 
of the tent was a handicap to coloration. But the 
work went forward and Mrs. Walcott was able to 
present flowers that many students and artists 
never see save in the dried, lifeless and faded 
state familiar in museums of herbaria.

He enjoyed comment 
and good-natured criticism of hi* books. "Tne 
Duchess of Abercorn tell* me that the novel has 
saved her all future trouble in the assortment 
of her friends. They hav* been almost fighting 
across her dinner-table ever Test's character 
What she now says to them 1*. ‘Do you support 
her or not?' ' If they say. 'No. indeed. She de¬ 
served hanging. A little harlot!’ she puts them 
in one group If they say. ‘Poor wronged Inno¬ 
cent;' and pity her, she puts them in the other 
group, where she is herself." 

READER SENT HIM* A PACKET Of ASHES 

All through this book, however, we get the 
impression tkat Hardy had a very thin skin. He 
la constantly noting In hla diary extracts frein 
critical reviews both of hi* poetry and his prose, 
especially attacks upon hlir. because of his pes¬ 
simism and agnosticism. Frequently Mrs. Ha.dy 
favors us with ths full text of letters that he 
wrote in reply to critics. It was the anvil-chorus 
that followed th* publication of "TBa" and 
"Jude ths Obscure" that so enraged and Jlacour- 
aged Hardy that he decided to writ* no more 
novels but to return to his first love, poesy. Ths 
foreshadowing of this Important and. we may My, 
lamentable decision le to be found in the follow¬ 
ing entry ‘n hie diary on Oood Friday. 1892: 
"April 15. Oood Friday. Read review of Tea*' in 
The Quarterly. A am an and amusing srtlj’c; 
but It is easy to be smart and amusing if a man 
will forego veracity and sincerity. . . . How 
strange that one may write a book without know¬ 
ing what on# puts into it—or rather, th# reader 
reads into it. Well, if this sort of thing m- 
tlnues no more novel-writing for me. A mnn 
must be a fool to deliberately stand up and be 
shot at" "This sort of thing" continued with 
increased force on the publication of "Jude the 
Obscure." Mrs. Hardy says it was an onslaught 
unequalled in violence since the publication >f 
Swinburne's "Poem* and Ballads" thirty years 
previous. It began In the press and was taken 
up by anonymous writers of libellous letters and 
postcards. It spread to America and Australia, 
whence among other appreciations the novelut 
received n letter oontalulng a packet of sane.;, 
"which the virtuous writer stated to be those of 
hie iniquitous novel." Although Hardy had 
enough humor to see the ludicrous side of this 
abuse, he was so stung by u that he turned lo¬ 
th* eevener field of poetry. 

SOME OF NOVELIST'S QUIET JOYS 

Hardy got a lot of qu'st Joy out of life, in 
early spring every year Its took up his residence 
in London and enjoyed d;nner-per ties, concerts, 
plsys. and little visits with hi* friends. J. M. 
Barrie, John Morley and other literary men. 
When ha returned to Max Oat*, he spent many 
quietly happy days bicycling with his wife across 
country. When ho grew older and when the 
motor-car came in, he was fond of seeing the 
country In easier fashion. He went to th* ooo- 
tlnent one* or twice, but had no inclination to 
go on long journeys. One of the longest he ever 
took was to Aberdeen to receive an honorary d« 
grot from the university there. At another time 
be went north to 8 t. Andrews on a similar «• 
land. Cambridge and. Oxford also honored him 
and all these academic journeys and recognition 
gave him great pleasure. But. all eeld and dons, 
be was a quiet body, bast pleased when aNJsom* 
among hla fellow countrymen of Dorset. Hi* love 
for hie relatives, for his own people, for old 
churches, houses, and furniture is well broug.it 
out In this hook, and hOmeroua entries in his 
diary testify to hie keen interest in stories that 
were told him by old persona about old customs 
and old times generally. 

STORY OF 8PELL-WORKING A

He attended church regularly, some ot 
hi* dearest friends were clergymen, and through¬ 
out this book there are almost endlses referen ce 
to the churoh and to religion: Hardy was a 
man who brooded much on the mystery of life;

to do so invested hie life and writings with a 
wistful sadness. No reader of Hardy's poetry 
can help but be impress'* 1 by hi* many references 
to the spirit-world, ah odd theme for an agnostic. 
A very interesting story uf s psychic character a 
recorded by Mrs. Hardy towards Che cloee of this 
book. On April 18. 1923. Mr. William Watkins, 
a great friend 6 f Hardy, called to see him at Max 
Oats. Hardy's dog. Wessex, a wUr*haired terrier, 
was very fond of Mr. Watkins and greeted olm 
with vociferous bark* of welcome. Suddenly, how¬ 
ever. thee* gave way to a piteous whine, and the 
change was so‘startling that Mrs. Hardy went 
into ths hall to see what had happened.

A T THE Want farm on Dove Creek a part* 
of thirteen mingled lteclf with pace- 
boreas and motor-cars against a back- 
ground of hay-barn and cow*. Gradu¬ 
ally thing* began to arrange themselves 
and the pedestrian* started off at a cheerful and 
ahort -1 ved pace, leaving the aaddle-horaea and 
pack-train to follow In due course. It was the 
start for the Forbidden Plateau, la some ways the 
moat talked-of portion of Vancouver Island. If 
not of British Columbia, during the past two or 
three years. Ur. and Ur*. Orelg. who were the 
organisers of the party and always lu dispensers 
of optimism and azures of good cheer, were. I 
think, the only jfjbnbers of the party who had 
been up bef 01 / 'Five of us were from Victoria, 
one from ScmO*. 

For the first two or three milee the trail ran 
through typical lowland forest, sometimes light 
and open, at others peopled by great trees 
springing from an underwood of almost tropical 
aspect. Through this section the way was easy, 
devoid of bills and pleasant under foot. Then It 
begun to rise with some abruptness, and for many 
milks ws found ourselves wrestling with the 
steep si do* of rugged forested ridges, altera Ately 
ascending and descending. Broken by the hoola 
of horses and traversed by an interminable aue- 
ce ssini of roots and rootlets, the trail demanded 
so doss an attention thst the surrounding woxla 
received on the whole but slight stfent'on. Yet 
w# noted many a huge fir and cedar with bases 
from six to eight feet In diameter, great pillars 
rising with classic severity amid the company or 
their younger and smaller neighbors. The grand 
fir gave way to the lovely fir, the western hem¬ 
lock to the mountain one. the Douglas fir grew 
less abundant, the mountain white pine op- 
peared. and later the Alaska cypress. 80 . too. the 
thickets changed in character, and the salal was 
replaced by the tall blue bilberry or blueberry, 
wboee bloom-covered fruit refreshed us with Its 
pleasant acidity for many a weary mile. W# thus 
passed through the cool forests of the sores 
known by biologists ns- the Canadian and Hud- 
aonlan. their boundaries so overlapping u to 
obliterate precise distinctions. 

As compared with the Mount Arrows ml th trail 
the one to the Forbidden Plateau Is singularly 
poor In variety of plant life. One looks in vain 


for the abundance of pyrolas and other woodland 
flowers that on the more southern journey rive 
to the traveler some little respite from the trou¬ 
bles of the trail. Our first bright moment, bnt- 
anlcally speaking, was at noon when, near our 
lunching place, we passed through some moist 
draws, among the grass of which the beau’.ifm 
blue flowers of the swamp gentian roee like little 
bits of asurs sky. Little was seen. too. of animals 
and birds. Once, a wren in the thicket re n 
motue-Uke along a fallen log. The harsh cry of 
a Stellar Jay was heard occasionally In 'he lower 
woods, and higher up we aaw a pair of Canada 
jays or whiskey-jacks flitting silently among the 
trees. About half-way down on our rstura 
Journey a glimpse was obtained of a deer. 

WE BEACH THE BEG ION OF LAKES 

A hospitable cup of tea at a road-gang’s camp 
was described by one of the party as the "bright¬ 
est spot In the asoent," for on the tired a hot 
drink has wonderful recuperative power. T am 
sure our Seattle comrade got a great deal of 
amusement out of our tea-drinking proclivities, 
or rather out of our enthusiasm for tea. that 
"soft, sober, sage and venerable liquid" whose 
v cups cheer but not inebriate." But there were 
other mo menu of refreshment, as when we looked 
down on s mountain stream that cascaded down 
Its broken bed of gleaming black rock, over which 
1U wh'rt foam fell like a mantilla of living lace. 

The entrance on the Plateau Is a little disap¬ 
pointing after the long, arduous Journey of six¬ 
teen and s half miles. Instead or lofty mountaiun 
the traveler looks out on small lakes or grassy 
swamps or "meadows." where the foot sinks in the 
bubbling ground. But 'be water-soaked margins 
are brightened by a few flowers of note, even lu 
August’s third week. Purple asters, each with a 
single stem and head nearly as large as a flfty- 
cent piece, and fringed grase-of-Parnassus, aro 
the most frequently met with. 

But the real charm of the region of the Plateau 
upon which we are now entered U to oe found 
In the wonderful alpine trees. I say "wonderful ’ 
advisedly, for I find my*elf increasingly amaaed 
at the picturesque formality of the members of 
the alpine forest. The lovely fir persists even to 
levels, 4.000 to 5.000 feet above the 
I always find It a fascinating sight to 
gase up at Its branches as they are silhouetted 
against the sky with the geometrical precision of 
a Norfolk pine. Quite different la the alpine fir, 
with 1U bluish-white foliage which always recalls 
the "blue spruces" of the nurseryman. Of all tho 
trees of the upper forest this Is tbs most charm¬ 
ing. Its slender tapering habit and dose-set fol¬ 
iage redlining one of a graceful spire. The moun¬ 
tain hemlock Is dark green like the lovely fir, but 


Its habit Is different, for while It has the taper¬ 
ing habit of other alpine trees Its needles pro¬ 
duce a peculiarly soft and broken effect. The 
Alaska cypress has nothing of special plcturesque- 
ness, but leal it should be forgotten by the passer¬ 
by It fills the air around with pungent aroma. 
The three first-named trees grow together # In 
groups of which the member* are generally of un¬ 
equal height, so that they resemble clusters of 
pinnacles on a mediaeval building. Not Isaac do 
they differ from our trees of the lowlands, or¬ 
phaned children of the forest as these generally 
are. in that the alpine trees are branched from 
the ground up and thus avoid that effect so 
reminiscent of the vegetable members of our in¬ 
fant playboxe*. 

MINE HOST C BOTE A17 AND HIS CAMF 

After nine hours on the road the sight of the 
cluster of tents that forms "Croteau’s Camp" la 
indeed welcome, and when, having divested your¬ 
self of your wayfaring impedimenta you enter the 
dining-room and are met with the exquisite odor 
of mine host Croteau’s chicken soup (the veri¬ 
table basis of which you wlU shortly be dismem¬ 
bering with mountain appetite)—well, words fall 
to describe the feelings awakened. To quote 
Charles Lamb < slightly altered for the oooasU n). 
"the odor of that chicken cornea back upon ray 
recollection." and In that X am surely not alone. 

Never, I am sure, was there such a camp- 
master as Croteau. The chicken was followed by 
blueberry pie—made not from the contents of a 
tin or the fruit exposed In a vegetable-vender’s 
window, but from the berries of the bushes about 
the camp. I heard him speak of the blueberries 
of the Sagucqay country, and surely It was .hers 
he learned the magic that turns out three times 
s day such delectable food. Kindly In voice and 
manner and deed, he Is at once the administrative 
and paternal head of the camp. He Inquires after 
your past night's sleep, and If It leave something 
to be desired—aa It may well do when rain falls 
and the mountain mist clings to tent’ and tree— 
he has a wise suggestion or an extra blanket to 
offer. I wish you could have seen him that eve¬ 
ning when we gathered In the stove-warmed tent 
on the eve of the departure of more than half out 
little band. Seated by the door he dispenses with 
th# precision of s religious ritual the fragrant 
coco*, while all about him circle the playful plea¬ 
santries of the merry group. The embers of the 
great fire above the lake died In the night, but to 
those who met for those three days in Croteau's 
Camp an Ineffaceable memory of their host re¬ 
mains. 

The camp la situated by a small but fairly 
deep lake lying below a mass of white granitic 


rock whose preclplced front Is banked by heavy 
acres with a proad belt of timber below. 

TUB WALK TO CIBCLE LAKE 

Next, morning most of the party started for 
Mount Albert Edward. Three of us. however, ac¬ 
companied them only as fa*- as Circle Lake. Drop¬ 
ping down over the ridge west of the camp we 
entered what may be called the Plateau country 
proper, so far aa actual observation goes. There Is, 
that la to say, a wide expanse of more or less 
rolling land with flat swampy ground holding 
lakes or even dry moorland, where scattered er¬ 
ratics and heather abound. By the lakes the 
fringed grass-of-Parnassus and asters already men¬ 
tioned were In flower, and with them In the wet¬ 
test places the bright red seed capsules of the 
western Tofleldla were very conspicuous, aa much 
so a* many flowers. Further back yellow arnica is 
found sparingly. Th* false hellebore grew every¬ 
where in great abundance, singly and In dusters, 
and through the kindness and previous experience 
of the Orelg* I was able to see for the first time 
growing, but out of flower, th* little Insectivorous 
plant known aa the bog violet, or butterwort. The 
origin of the latter name Is thus given by Llndley 
as quoted by Johns: "Plngulcula vulgaris (Com¬ 
mon Butterwort) has the property of giving con¬ 
sistency to milk, and of preventing its separating 
Into either whey or cream. Linnaeus says that the 
solid milk of the Laplander is prepared by pouring 
It, warm from the cow, over a strainer on which 
fresh leaves of Plngulcula have been laid. The 
milk, after passing among them. Is left for a day 
or two to stand until It begins to turn sour. It 
throws up no cream, but becomes compact and 
tenacious, and most delicious In taste. .... A 
small portion mf this solid milk will act upon that 
which la fresh In the manner of yeast." Smr’.l 
Insects art caught by the leaves, whose margins 
roll Inwards upon their prey, already caught by • 
sticky substance from the leaf glands. 

/A few stlll-flowertng plant# of the common 
loueewort were seen, and in one tempting mound 
of mosses of red and gold I saw the ruby-col¬ 
ored flowers and stems of a tiny species of fire- 
weed or willow herb. But in my haste to get 
one or two I stepped on the cushion of living vel¬ 
vet and sank so promptly with on# foot that I 
was over the boot-tops in water before I could get 
out. A little stiream by the trail showed at one 
place * profusion of alpine mlmutua or monkey- 
flower. whose yellow flower* borne on stems some 
four inches high were nearly as large as those of 
our common Langsdorff’s. Occasionally a few 
flowers were to he seen on the tiny Alaska spires, 
with Its leaves like patrldg* feet. The heather, 
alas was over except for an occasional bell of 'he 
crimson. Small white bog orchids and ladles’- 
tresses grew In tbs wet meadow* where a slender 
sedge formed one of the chief grasses, and here, 
too. ww found two species of bumet. tbs small 
purple and the Sitka white. Along the edge of the 
woods, where the hills »wept down to the meadows, 
the little creeping raspberry showed Its smooth, 
hard and bright red fruit. 

I walked through thcee meadows and over th* 
moorland parte several times, and at dlffenut 


times of the day and under different weather con¬ 
ditions, and I never failed to notice the number of 
small humble-bees to os found on flowers, but 
particularly on tbs purple asters. Their condition 
seemed to suggest an over-fond affection for the 
nectar of the tiny yellow cups. Whatevef U was, 
there they clung in a satisfied stupor, as If sleep¬ 
ing off the results of an orgy. Butterflies, chiefly 
coppers, and frltillaries, flaw about, curiously un¬ 
mindful of thslr human watchers. We were often 
able to take them up on a finger and replace them 
on the flower without in any way disturbing their 
equanimity. The coppers (as their name might 
suggest) kept a watchful eye on th* larger butter¬ 
flies. frequently driving them away from flowers 
and chasing them through th* air. 

SOME PLATEAU MOUNTAINS 

Crossing a ridge of sedimentary rock cut by 
broad dykes of white granodiorlte wo came at last 
to Circle Lake, where we parted with the main 
body. The morning was cloudy and the mountains 
hidden from eight, so that with the exception of 
th* striking mass of Strata Mountain with Its 
banded sandstone and ehxie there was a complete 
lack of the more picturesque element* of the land¬ 
scape. But to sit by the a-a# of thw typical alpine 
lake, with Its* back of lofty cliffs of andesitic lava 
and half-cones of broken rock or scree, was to wit¬ 
ness an impressive sight, strikingly suggestive of 
the mighty forces at work in a region where 
and snow reign so many months of the year. On 
our homeward way we discovered when we reached 
th* ridge above that the mist had lifted, and our 
first view of the great peaks of th* Plateau was 
that of tji* Castle, whose serrated ridge and fan¬ 
tastic towers and pinnacles make an unfoigettable 
sight. Next we saw the great head of Albert Ed¬ 
ward. to which our comrade* were bound, and at 
length ridge after rklge rnd summit after summit 
th* mountains opened up with their dscsltn? 
aaowflelda. whose extent exceeded greatly what 1 
had expected to see. 

This seems a timely place to state to wnat 
extent the Forbidden Plateau U a "plateau.* 
Most people conceive of a plateau as a flat sur¬ 
face. but It must be remembered that the flat¬ 
test surfaces In Nature are subject to the opera¬ 
tions of atmosphere and streams, and that 
these very speedily modify, and often very s>rl- 
ously, the original surface. The Book* Hills, 
looked at from the top of one of their Isolated 
summit*, are plainly a dissected plateau, though 
the valley* obscure the fact from th* casual ob¬ 
server. who does not visualise the removed por¬ 
tion. The Forbidden Plateau consists of a broad, 
rocky, allghtly rolling surface, which has been 
severely glaciated, and Is now sparsely covered 
with soli and maintains a typical moorland vege¬ 
tation. In this surfsc* loc-actlon has worn ir¬ 
regular basins, now filled with shallow 'akes or 
with swamps and meadows. A third type of ero¬ 
sion is the work of streama These drain tho 
hollows, and In this way ^are an offset to tho 
hindrances to drainage which are chiefly accu¬ 
mulations of morainal matter on the one hand 
and the growth of water-holding plants Ilk? 
sphagnum moss on the other. It Is partly due to 


this last cause and partly, perhaps, to the ehnvs 
of winter ice that some of the lakes actually have 
their water-surfade higher than the surrounding 
land, a small natural dike a foot or so across, ef¬ 
fectively damming the water. Some of the lakes, 
or tarns as they might more fitly be called, are 
true rock-basins, but aven where the rock la Ab¬ 
sent the margin of vegetation about the share Is 
defined with great exactness; there Is none of 
that blending of shore and water plants we see 
in lakes at lower levels. In a few of the lakes 
by the trail as it enters the Plateau plants such 
as the bog-bean have established themselves, but 
usually one looks down through the clear water 
on a bottom of graylah mud. where a few algal 
plants flourish and where water-beetles scurry 
to and fro. Occasionally you may see sitting on 
this silt a frog, beautifully resplendent In his 
livery of emerald green and gold. Ducks are seen 
at times, and In the lake below Croteau's Camp 
a flock of wild geeae made tbs air resound with 
their cries. In one muddy remnant of a pool 
a heron had left the tracks of his great feet. 

We stopped again and again on our homeward 
way to look back at 'he great mountain mim 
cutting the skyline with their broken crests or 
with the long, smooth sweep of thetr mighty 
shoulders. We felt something of the truth of 
the words of an American geographer: "To one 
who has lived in a low country, it Is * novel ex¬ 
perience to climb a bold mountain slope and rlee 
high above the lower ground. A wide prospect is 
spread out beneath, ami far away, where the 
lulls and valleys, the forests and fields, the roads 
and sterams are displayed a* if on a map. The 
peaks above inspire the traveler with an ambition 
to reach their highest' point and see the country 
beyond, with nothing bur the flky above him. 
The massive vigor of the peaks and ridges excite* 
enthusiasm, and the least imaginative observer 
can hardly fall to muse on the marvelous pro¬ 
cesses of Nature that have brought such forms 
into being. The mountain climber who enters 
with sympathy Into the life of the mountains, 
and who looks upon them as they, had they but 
eyes, might look on each other, gains a new un¬ 
derstanding of the world he live* in. a better and 
broader understanding than be had before. He 
may then appreciate the feeling of a guide In the 
Alps who once said to a traveler: "I like tq be on 
a mountain; one has no evil thought* there." 

While we were not climbers with the rest of 
the rugged ridge of Albert Edward we were at 
least In mountain mood, and It persisted with us 
when we entered our little canvas village and 
looked away to Mount Washington In the north, 
with Its cone-like form and forested side*. Al¬ 
ready we Were feeling the Plateau grow on us, and 
th* long and tiring trail with lta trial of wind 
and muscle, loomed less largely In the back¬ 
ground of our minds. On my return 1 came 
across Dr. Bapty who. with Mrs. Bapty. wiui 
camped near by. and we planned a visit to Strata 
Mountain the next morning. Here, on th* eve 
of a day more exciting than I anticipated. I must 
halt. Next week I hope to tell you how I found 
why In all probability this elevated region came 
to be "The Forbidden X*laUau.’*

Necklaces, bracelets, purses, hand¬

There were 
heavy rains, accompanied by 
electric storms, a condition 
which always induced stam¬ 
pedes.

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Campaign Against Noise Launched by New York, Seeking to End Din 
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First Scientific Report of Investigation Work Is to be Made Available for Other Cities; Industries Aid Abatement

As soon as there comes a lull 
in the cheering that has greeted 
'he vurfc of America’s first 
noise abstement commission. 
New York will find itself n 
quieter city. 

After eight months of study¬ 
ing raucous roars and deafening 
dins, the experts, who regard 
noise as seriously as they do 
germs, are moving rapidly to 
combat the blustering chomy of 
health and efficiency and pleas¬ 
ure. ' ' 

Noise is an evil which never 
has been suffered in silence, 
but the suffering daily is be¬ 
coming less acute. Waring 
loud - speakers in shops ami 
homes already are being 
tuned down. Fewer auto¬ 
mobile horns are tooting, and 
manufacturers are preparing to 
offer warning signals of a more 
pleasant and subdued sound. Mo¬ 
tor cqt-outa are being stilled, 
whistles and bells made less 
blatant. There is less rattling of 
ash and garbage cans, and milk¬ 
men soon may be working with 
the stealth of early-morning bur¬ 
glars. Rubber-padded 'turnstiles 
shortly will bring comparative 
quiet to subway stations now- 
filled with fiendish clatter. 
OTHER CITIES INTERESTED 

“City officials throughout the 
world have been watching our 
work with intense interest,” said 
Edward F. Drown, special de¬ 
puty commissioner of health, and 
director of the noise commission. 
“Noise is an increasing nuisance 
in almost every city, and in a 
short time we shall be ablo to 
offer any officials who want it 
the most complete and scientific 


noise report ever made any¬ 
where.” 

The commission, comprising a 
large group of professional lead¬ 
ers from the fields of medicine ,] 
neurology, engineering, law ad-1 
ministration, and the transports-! 
tion industries, has beep func¬ 
tioning lor eight months. Ques-j 
tionnaires submitted to the' 
public showed which sharp, dis¬ 
turbing dissonances wear most' 
on the nerves of city dwellers—! 
from trucks, horns, radios,! 
squeaking brakes and street ears 
down to noisy parties and dogs 
and cats. 

A committee of doctors and 
specialists found that noise is 
producing permanent deafness 
among city dwellers, that it in¬ 
terferes seriously with the effi-, 
ciency of workers, and that the] 
strain leads to neurasthenic and 
psychasthenic states. Noise 
heightens the pulse rate, in¬ 
creases blood pressure, makes 
th- heart rhythm irregular and, 
most important of all, increases 
brain pressure. 

New York, acoustical experts 
quickly found, is the noisiest city 
in the world. After making 7,000 
recordings w-ith sound-measuring 
equipment, they learned that 
riveting . nd blasting are the 
loudest, sounds, with whistles, 
loud speakers, trucks, street cars, 
brakes and horns next in inten¬ 
sity. 

MADE TESTS IN ZOO 

The traveling noise laboratory 
went to the zoo to measure the 
lion’s roar, usually thought of as 
almost the ultimate in terrific 
sounds. It was found that a lion 
could roar himself hoarse in the 
average New York street with¬ 


out even being audible at a dis¬ 
tance of twenty feet. 

L.ud-speakors operated from 
shops registered an intensity 
more than 100,000,000 times that 
of the smallest distinguishable 
(.jund, which was used as the 
unit of measurement. Forty-one 
different types of motor horns 
were tested by leading acoustical 
experts and many found to be so 
high-pitched and raucous that 
they tended to paralyze with 
fright rather than warn. Sonic 
horns were so loud that they 
could be heard ten miles. - 

Consideration wus given to 
prohibiting the use <f horn after 
midnight, as has been done in 
Paris. Perhaps the commission 
realized that this would put 
thousands of motorists to the ex¬ 
pense of installing brakes on 
their ears Anyway it contented 
itself with recommending an 
ordinance forbidding the use of 
horns except in the presence of 
imminent danger. 

“We now know exactly what 
we are fighting against,” said 
Deputy Commissioner Brown, 
“but there still is a lot of work 
to be done. Noise abatement is, 
after all, mostly a problem of 
education and good sportsman¬ 
ship on the part of everybody 
concerned. 

“Much valuable aid is being] 
offered. Scores of reports arc 
made concerning especially noisy 
districts. One hundred and ten 
volunteers are stalking loud- 
speaker nuisances throughout 
the city. / Some truck operator* 
have issued orders against the 
use of cut-outs and unnecessary 
horn blowing. Radio stations 
have been helpful in broadcast■ : 
ing requests that sets be tuned

A mere suggestion 
brought eager co-operation from 
milk companies in the use of 
rubber baskets for csrly morn¬ 
ing deliveries. 

Radio companies were told 
that thousands now refuse to 
buy sets because they,., believe 
speakers cannot be tuned lower 
than those which blare out from 
shop doorways. Many speakers 
immediately were silenced, and 
window posters invited the pub¬ 
lic to come into the stores for s 
quiet audition. Motor horn 
manufacturers, convinced by the 
commission’s tests, have ap¬ 
pointed five leading companies 
to draw up specifications gov¬ 
erning warning signal acoustics, 
just as headlight design is now 
controlled. 

WOULD SIMPLIFY LAW 

The commission is proud of its 
proposal for legal enforcement 
of the nuisance- laws regarding 
noise, and believe its amend¬ 
ment will be adopted. 

“In the first place,” said 
Brown, “We didn’t want too 
many laws. Heavy penalties for 
minor infractions make laws 
look ridieulous. Everyone knows, 
for instance, that no judge on 
earth would, as the ststutes per¬ 
mit him to do, gcntcflce s man to 
a year in jail and a $500 fine 
for spitting on the sidewalk. 

“So we went to the other ex¬ 
treme and evolved a scheme of 
auuoying the annoyers. We pro 


pose fixed fines for all ordi¬ 
nances, the amounts ranging 
from fifty cents to fiyc dollars, 
rolicemen would have the power 
to issue tickets to offenders 
wherever they are found, and 
the offender could, if he chose, 
sign a confession of guilt and 
pay the fine by mail. 

“That would keep our courts 
from being clogged with thou¬ 
sands of petty cases, and allow 
officers to remain on duty most 
of the time. A thousand police¬ 
men a day now arc obliged to be 
removed from duty to appear in 
court as complaining witncaaes. 

“The offender, of course, 
could refuse the fine ticket, ac¬ 
cept a summons, waste a day of 
hi- time in court and stand the 
chance of receiving a heavier 
fine. But few would do it.” 

Thus the noisy garbage man, 
tho driver of n truck with shriek¬ 
ing brakes and the young idiot 
who sits in front of his girl¬ 
friend’s house and honks his' 
horn impatiently would bo fined 
on the spot. When one night- 
owl’s Stein Song became his 
neighbor’s torture a policeman 
would present him with a bill 
for inconvenience rendered. 

“But if any city will carefully 
examine its nuisance laws.” 
Brown declared, "I believe it 
will film! itself already armed 
against noise. The law has pro¬ 
tected every part of the human 
body except tho ear, and it’a 
time that it received some aid. 

"I believe that within less 
than a decade a person no moru 
will be permitted to throw a 
raucous sound into your cars 
than a brick through your 
| window.” 


A Study In Flower Structure--By Robert Connell 


G rass op parnamus'— th* n*m* con¬ 
jure* up vtelone of ancient Oreece, of 
that mountain range where Apollo and 
the Mueee had their teat, and whenoe 
ran Uke it* crystal riven the streams 
of pot try and music. Then by the Castalian 
fountain and Its mosey banks still grows the 
plaint whose flower, differing In structure througn 
a rang* of several species. Is always an emblem 
of purity and gnee. In all then an modifica¬ 
tions of the stamen, group of organs »hlch re¬ 
sult In objects of singular beauty to th* careful 
scrutiny of the observer. The pocket magnify- 
log-glass Is the plant-lover's inseparable com¬ 
panion as the means of discovering beauties 


otherwise hid. but even to the naked and un¬ 
assisted eye the Oraas of Parnassus u a dsilght. 

‘Among some old papers I find a drawing of 
one species I made more than thirty yean ego 
oja tbe prairies of Albert*. There by the side of 
sloughs and swamps Its white flower rises abort 
the grass not far from when the bladderwortf 
blooms rest oa the surface of the water. A 
single leaf embraces tbs slender smooth stem at 
the summit of which Is the solitary bluesom. 
The five white petal* are delicately veined, and 
within their circle lie the five stamens. Between 
these rre small golden scales from each of which 
rise from nine to fifteen slender crystalline hairr 
bearing at tbs top of each a tiny golden All 
The scales and their glandular hairs are altered 


which eenre as nectaries or honey 
secnflng organs. This . ps.tlcular spades t* 
found not only on our western plains and In 
British Columbia and Fas tern Canada, but also 
in Orest Britain. 

We have in the province four other species, 
but of these I have *e?r only qne. the fringed 
Oraas of Parnassus, chiefly found tn the high 
mountain meadows, but reported, too, from 'be 
sea-coast. Like the marsh species it has a single 
stem leaf, but Its flower has a character of l;* 
own. Th* petals are fv*.nged deeply in their 
lower half, and this impart*** peculiarly grace¬ 
ful appearance to the flcwer. Then, instead of 
the delicately haired glands of th* marsh spe¬ 
cies, the fringed has the golden scale at tbe base 


of each p:ta| much more conspicuous In vise 
and the bristles or hairs almost gone. Th* 
basil leaves of this species are on long slender 
petioles instead of on short ones, as in the 
marsh Oraas. 

Up in th* mountain meadows the fringed 
Oraas -of Parnassus grows. All th* species love 
moist places, but this one seems beet to carry on 
here th* old tradition. True, tbe marsh species 
with Its etamlnodlsl hairs arranged after ’he 
manner of fairy Plpea-of-Pan is fitly framed to 
witness of the Musm. but the fringed love* those 
cool and lofty Parnassian lands where the ground 
all summer Is wet as a soaked sponge from th* 
long-lingering snows of winter. The poets seem 
to have passed over bur Oraas of Parnassus, per¬ 


haps because few of them have been lovers of 
the places where It grows or have looked closely 
Into Its pallid face. Even in books dealing with 
the very localities where it abounds it Is usually 
passed over with scarcely more than a reference 
to "this lovely flower." 

Tbe change from stamen to nectary Involves 
both beauty and utility. The new organs are 
not only more ornate than the older ones from 
which they hav* been modified, but they intro- 
duo* contrast of color and vaiisty of form into 
th* heart of the corolla. At the same time they 
are busily engaged In the work of secreting 
honey for the passing bees and for th* butterflies 
and other Jiaecte that vlrit them. This combina¬ 
tion of beauty and utility Is one of ths charac¬ 


teristics of Nature's working, and I think one 
may aay that when man works most naturally < ha 
product of his labor has the earn* union. T.iU 
seems to be the secret cf the architecture of ’.he 
I great building ages, when cathedrals and bun* * 
I r« alike made "Joys for ever" by the spir:i 
.u which they were undertaken. To make m*.r 
work pleasurable by its beauty of esecutlon and 
at th* same time profitable by Its eervloeablene** 
in the real Issues of life. Is not the least of the 
lessons w* may learn as we "consider the llllra
